Now Obligatory, 


Says Lumpkin 


Postmaster F. D. Lumpkin today 


called attention to the iccent drder 
of the pcwtoffice 
department re- 


quiring all householders in the United 
States? to provide letter boxes at their 
dwellings in vvhjch mail nritter can 
be deswosited 
by the 
carrier. Mr. 


Lumpkin said that the order was not 
arbitrary but was impelled by a de- 
cire for economy. 


The people of Danville and School- 


fie'd will be given a reasonable time 
to comply with the new ruling and 
here will be no effort to withdraw 
service from patrons until all ha-ve 
been given an opportunity to comoly 
If however, after a reasonable time 
the order has not been complied with 
then the government will cease the 
delivery of letters at houses where 
no receptacle is provided. There are 
between seven and eight thousand 
homes in Danville 
One result of the 
order will be stimulated business for 
hardware concerns which make mail 
boxes and it is anticipated that with 
the millions of boxes needed through- 
out the countrj there \\ill be a dearth 
of them. 
In explaining the order this morn- 


ing >Ir. Lumpkin. said that it would 
result in the saving of man> thou- 
sands of dollars to the government. 
Under the 
piesent 
plan the mail 
carrier is compelled to rm the door 
bell and to wait for someone, to an- 
swer it before he can deliver the 
mail. These wa.ts in the aggregate 
amount to a great loss of time, es- 
pecially when the deliveryman has-to 
visit between 260 to 270 houses. 
The delivery clerk is paid for an 
eight hour days and if his route con- 
sumes a longer period he draws over- 
time 
The new order is expected to 
expedite the delivery system for the 
mail man will simply put the letters 
>n the box and after ringing the bell 
will leave not having to wait for 
the call to be answered.

The great Chicago flre occurred on 


Oct. 9. 1871, entailing a property loss 
Of about $175.000.000. This day for 
a number of years has been observed 
throughout the country as "Fire Pre- 
vention Day". 
The president of the 
United States issues an annual "Fire 
Prevention Proclamation." which is in 
turn followed by similar proclama- 
tions from almost every state execu- 
tive. and a large number ot mayors n< 
the various cities and towns through- 
out the country. With only four ex- 
ceptions the governor of every State 
took particular cognizance of Fire 
Prevention "Week last year. 
With possibly one exception (1906, 


the year of the great San Francisco 
conflagration), the flre losses in Unit- 
ed States and Canada last year have 
never been exceeded in the history of 
the country. 
For the first eight 


months of this year the losses are ap- 
proximately $27,000.000 more than 
they were for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. 
There are on the average 1,500 flres 
a day, which means that every time 
the minute hand on one's watch turns 
around a flre haa broken out some- 
where in the United States- or Canada. 
At the present rate the country's re- 
sources are being destroyed by flre at 
the rate of about $1,370,000 every day. 
More than 15,000 lives are taken every 
year by "The Danger That Never 
Bleeps," and the saddest part is that 
82 per cent, are mothers and children. 
Ninety per cent, of all flres are due 


to carelessness, and while insurance 
does pay, yet it cannot replace the de- 
stroyed home, nor bring back the lov- 
ed ones whose lives have been tak- 
en by the "Oteat Red Plague." The 
reduction of fire waste it a national 
problem. In order that It may be ef- 
fective, however, each Individual com- 
munity must consider it aa a local one. 
The Chamber pf Commerce or the 
trade or organization representing or- 
ganized business and the community la 
the logical body to assume leadership 
of this activity. 
It Is in a position 
to obtain the active co-operation of 
the business and civic interests affiliat- 
ed with it and thus guide the'm in a 
co-ordinated program.

gular genius of a man who served 
God with an ardent devotion and 
drew his fellowmen toward himself 
by genial and lovable gifts of every 
kind, which attested his kinship to 
the Divine Master whom he served." 
The session of the First Church, 


since the arrival of the Wilson tablet, 
•has placed an order for a bronze 
plate' which will serve as an expla- 
nation of the larger tablet. 
The inscription to appear on this 


plate "will read very much as follows. 
"The tablet above was presented

, Presbyterian Church by a son of Dr. 
j Joseph R. Wilson, 
the 
Honorable 


Woodrow Wilson, former 
President 


of tne United States. 
"This place is intended, not merely 


to express our appreciation of the 
generous Kift of Woodrow Wilson, 
but also our admiration for him as 
a man and as a public servant." 


As soon as the plate arrives from 


Philadelphia, both will be affixed to 
one of the walls of the church near 
the pulpit, and appropriate exercises 
vi ill be held at the time of the for- 
mal presentation of the ex-President's 
gift.

He's much the 
same Barney as of old: minus the ec- 
centricities he displayed (mostly for 
adveit-slns purposes b3 it known) in 
his raclrsj days.

•oclated PreM.)—Anxtoty 1» renewed 
owing to tb* evident reluctances of 
the KemalliU force* to order the 
withdrawal of the Turkish cavalry 
from the Chanak zone In the Dar- 
danelles.

order'a retirement. 
General Harrington, British com- 
mander of the Allied forces in Con- 
stantinople has stipulated a time limit 
of 48 hours for withdrawal of the 
Turks but considerately allows the 
period to date from the time of the 
receipts of his wireless dispatch. His 
ultimatum, 
therefore 
is aomewhat 


elastic. 
The British

authorities, 
while thus doing their utmost to avoid 
preclptatlng trouble, do not conceal 
that the situation entails much dan- 
ger.

kind and hospital people in Denmark. 
Mitzi and her foster-parents became 
very fond of each other.
